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Ukraine Chiefs: 
Death Probed , 

MUNICH, Germany, Oct 16 
(AF). — Qtepan Bandera, Okra- 
nl&n nationalist leader whose 
guerrillas once ' battled both . 
Soviet and Polish armies, died 
in a mysterious fall at his se- 
cluded Munich home yesterday. 

Police said they are Investi- 
gating his death, and exiled 
friends said he may have been 
assassinated. 

Mr. Bandera died in an am- 
bulance that was to take him to 
the hospital. Police said there 
were no witnesses to his fall. 

The 60- year -old Bandera la 
said to have once headed an 
army of 200.000 "Bacderovlcl" 
fighting for an Independent 
Ukraine. 

After Ocrmany invaded the 
Soviet Union in 1941. he col- 
laborated with the Nazis in 
German uniform. 

later, apparently fearing his 
movement would become too 
strong, the Nazis pot him Into 
a concentration camp. In 1944. 
when the 8ovlet army was 
pushing the Germans back on 
&U fronts, Hitler ordered Mr. 
Bandera's release and asked 
him to bead a Ukranlan liber- 
ation movement , Bis friends 
say he refused. 

In the early postwar years, 
bis guerrillas haramed Polish 
and Soviet communications. 
'Driven to flight by strong So- 
viet and Polish farces, they 
fought their way westward 
across Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia. At least 300 of them, 
still bearing arms, crossed Into 
Germany In 1947, 
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
